An Excursion Party Upact in Niagara
River Harrow Escape of F'onr People
from Drowning A Gallant Rescue.
Th9 river near Black Rock harbor Was

the scene of what came very near being a
terrible accident Saturday evening.

About 7i o'clock, a fishing party, con
eisting of Rev. August Grotrain, of Dear-
born street, his daughter, Miss Emma
Grotrain, Rev. Dr. Otto Barger, and Prof.
Edward Moeller, were at anchor in a small
boat off the lower end of Squaw Island.
The steam yacht Jennie Sutton having in
tow a barge loaded with hay, came along
and steamed into the harbor. Tho tow, as
it swung aronnd, was caught by the cor-ren- t,

and, before a collision could be pre-
vented, struck the boat heavily, capsizing
it and precipitating the entire party into
the water. The current is very swift at
that point, and the situation was danger-
ous in the extreme. Mr. Grotrian and
Prof. Moeller managed to cling to the
barge, but Dr. Barger and Miss Grotrian
were left to a fearful struggle with the
water. The former is a strong swimmer,
hut his efforts were directed to saving the
young lady rather than himself, and he
became so much exhausted that he wa
forced to give up the struggle, and had
rnnk twice, when s he was rescued by
Messrs. Asa Waters and J. O. Henderson,
who were rowing in the vicinity.

Miss Grotrain was in a desperate plight,
and it seemed that she would surely per-
ish; but Mr. Robert Arnold, who fortu-
nately happened to be rowing over to his
home in Fort Erie, happened to come
along at the critical moment, and by his
gallant exertions the drowning lady was
rescued after she had sunk the third
time. Ia either her case or that of Dr.
Burger, a very r.few seconds more would
have proved fatal, and Miss Grotraia ws
resuscitated with great difficulty as it was.
The party feel extremely grateful for the
opportune assistance whioh saved their
lives, and it is certainly rtmirkable that
such an accident could have occurred, and
not been atrended with fatal results.

Tobacco Peddlers in Nokth Carolina.
In reply to a letter from the assessor of

internal revenue for the Third District of
North Carolina, in relation to the practict-- f

tobacco peddlers in that district who
sell to the little shops "chunks" of tobac
co from boxes, and after emptying the
bfxes taking therefrom the stamps, which
they reaCix to other packages from lac- -
tories hid away, and sometimes from regis-
tered factories, and askiug for permission
to publish an order requiring dealers to
purchase only in original unbroken packa-
ges, the Commissioner saye:

Since May lsi peddlers are not required
to be licensed, cr to pay special tax as
such, and therefore they have no right, ts
peddlers, to sell tobacco. Manufacturers
are only authorized to sell tobacco in full
packages, put up as prescribed in sec. 62
and stamped as required by sec. 67. Ped-
dlers employed by manufacturers to sel:
tneir goods have no right in this respect
which their principals, tho manufacturers,
have not, and, therefore, such peddlers
can only sell in original and unbroken
packages, and dealers become liable if
they retail manufactured tobacco othorwise
than from original and stamped packages.

Then he got up,
A-- i ht sud, to go home, walked a few steps,
and fell to fhe ground dead. Physicians
who raefully examined his body siy tfcat
there - ui no bruise cr woundfsefficient to
disable him, much less cause death, and
are of the opinion that his death was cau-
sed by flight.

The passion for decorations in European
society is treated of by a correspondent of
the London Times, who says : Matters
have come to such a pass that people with-
out decorations are said to be treated with
little respect in what is called good society.

approaching evou timiuii. A knowledge
of this peculiarly seusitive condition of
the publio mind at this lime, caused my-
self and others, who earnestly desired a
Convention, to doubt the expediency of
attempting to call one upim the plau pro
posed, and 1 therefore as early as last win-
ter, when the bill was oefore the Geueral
Assembly, urged the legislative mode, as
the only expedient one in the present i oa
dition of thy country and of parties. Ihat
body thought differently, bat as this was
a matter of cifference of opinion ou a
question of policy only, and nut of princi-
ple, I and others who thought with me,
supported ihe proposition heartily with
out, as 1 conceive, the least inconsistency.

But, (for the reasons given), ic has been
lose and the result only shows that tbe
party of constitutional reform, in the car
rying cut of its ides, must take into ac-
count the cautious and truly conservative
state of pubhj feeling. We musi persist
in our efforts to itfoi-- the constitution,
because we believe an overwhelming ma
jority of the people of the State desire it,
as aaeential to their prosperity; bat we
must do so by means which not even po
litical tricksters, nor dextrous demagogue."

any that is not overwhelm. ng'y popular.
It will be no time, nor proper occasion f jr

principles. Let nothing be proposed tha
will not add to the streng h of the enti
scheme. Many desirable nd useful things
must be left out, because tLev muy be
debateabie and uncertain of popular ap-
proval as suffrage is constitut d, and mi), ui
cause the defeat of the entire proposition,
as a whole.

The following, in my opinion, are the
points most necessary to be included in
the proposition, and all which it wonld be
judicious and wise to propose at present:

1. Strike out of the Constitution t very-thi- ng

relating to the publio debt, and leave
that whole question within the control of
the Legislature.

2 Abolish the township system and
government, pnd restore tho County
Courts io their main f -- aiures as ihojostest
and cheapest mothed of administering
county affiis.

3. Providt. for three Supreme, and eight
Superior Court Judges, after tte expira-
tion of their terms resp-ctively,o- r tU ?r
offices become vacant paying the Sut-rio- r

Court Judges an annual ralary of $2,000,
and have them to alternate ; and elect
them as at present, by the qualified voters
of the State.

4. Provido for the biennial sesiocs of
the General Assembly, and fix the per
diem at three dollars and mileage ten
cents.

5. Strike out the provision requiring a
State census ia 1875 and every ten years
thereafter.

G. Abolish the provisions relating to
the code commission, and requiring a code
of civil procedure.

7. Provide for biennial terms cf the
Governor and other Executive officer?, and
fix the i alary of the Governor at S3.0C0
annually, and reduce and nx the salaries of
other Executive officers.

8. Abolish the offics cf Superintendent
of Public Works.

9. Remodel our present wretchel sjs-te- m

of publio instruction, so as to make
it less expensive, and moro ben;ficial to
the children of both races.

Here ar9 nine specifications of amend-
ments, all of which are very important,
indeed absolutely necessary in the admin-
istration ef the government of the State,
for the interest and prosperity of her peo-
ple; and they will therefore meet with
the hearty approval of a vast - majoiity.
